WASHINGTON (AP) — A civil 
rights law centering on protection 
of Negro voting rights got a big 
boost toward enactment Tuesday. 
Final passage is expected Thurs­ 
day in the House. 
1110 House Rules Committee, its 
Southern leadership bowing to the 
inevitable, cleared the compro­ 
mise bi!! for final consideration. 
If, as seems almost certain, the 
House votes 
to accept 
Senate 
changes, the legislation will go to 
President Eisenhower without fur­ 
ther Senate or House considera­ 
tion. 
'Hie committee voted 8-4 to send 
to the House a hill main provi­ 
sion of which is for court appoint­ 
ed referees to aet on complaints 
of voting rights denial because of 
race. 
Based originally on an Eisen­ 
hower administration recommen­ 
dation, the referee provision was 
ham mered out in a series of com­ 
promises between Southerners and 
the bipartisan group seeking a 
tough civil rights law. The Sen­ 
ate added clauses specifying that 
its provisions could not override 
basic state qualifications for vot­ 
ing, and that the courts should 
set times and places for hearings.

Bulging Warehouses 


George Sokoltky Say* 


A report to Congress shows that the 
Government had on hand on January 31 
$15,820,000,000 worth of surplus m a­ 
terials. 
Much of these were farm prod­ 
ucts bought, in defiance of sound eco­ 
nomic laws, to keep them off the free 
market. The mere cost of storing them 
is a heavy added burden on th# tax­ 
payer. 
But in addition to the agricultural 
commodities purchased to Inkster up 
the price of what the consumer m ust 
buy, there is a huge stock-pile of m a­ 
terials necessary to the national defense 
which we do not immediately need, but 
which might Ixn'ome scarce if custom ­ 
ary channels of trade were closed by 
war. 
Purchase of these commodities, in 
quantities actually necessary to meet an 
emergency is not only defensible, but 
sound policy. 


The maintenance of stockpiles, how­ 


ever, is subjet t to abuse. The acquisition 


of added quantities is brought about by 


pressure politically applied, on occasion, 
for the benefit of the business of the 


sellers. 
There is good reason to believe 


that the Government has been reckless 
in condoning waste in stockpiling, and 
that it has not taken due account of the 
cost of storing necessities in quantities 
in excess of our probable needs. 
Every now and then officialdom be- 
1 comes aware of the existence of unneed­ 
ed surpluses and offers them for sale. 
This is particularly true of military sup­ 
plies. 
And clearing of the shelves of 
these is usually done at a fraction of 
their cost. 
The taxpayer takes a b a t ­ 
ing coming and going.

Sometimes 
what 
they 
borrow 
is 
money 
the 
I'nited 
States 
deposited 
in 
foreign lands for economic aid 
that has, in time, worked it­ 
self into a form of banking 
that indirectly becomes aid for 
American businessmen. 
The advertisement, full page, 
of the Bowery Savings Bank 
means much more than ap­ 
pears on the surface. Obvious­ 
ly, if folks spend more than 
they earn, they will alwa.vs be 
in debt, lf they are paving 
usurious interest rate*, and tx 
per cent a year Is usury in any 
language, the inflation is al­

beyond 
control. 
The 
Bowery Savings Bank adver­ 
tisement says this: 
"In another widely used fi­ 
nancing plan the charge might 
be I C f a mono,, computed on 
the unpaid balance:

Such rates are unconscion­ 
able and ought not to be al­ 
lowed, no m atter whether they 
keep goods moving or not. Our 
first problem is to save the 
value of our currency. A mon­ 
ey-lender who would chai go 
such rates would be called a 
Shylock But is a finance com­ 
pany more privileged? Why? 
Inflation is a frightful curse. 
It robs each individual who 
purchases g.-ods. It also robs 
even if the goods are not pur­ 
chased. It can only help the 
very rich who can cover their 
losses by various devices; the 
rest must suffer from it. The 
savings hanks advertisement* 
are the first realistic attack on 
inflation

As Sven Ewert, the noted 
Swedish d # s i g n e r-engraver, 
once said before his untimely 
death in 1959 “lf some postage 
stamps were offered in galler­ 
ies intsead of at the post offices, 
any number of connaisseur* 
would 
pay 
much 
mote for 
thorn as miniatures of art m as­ 
terpieces than do collectors as 
additions to their album'- " 
When 
stamps were 
intro­ 
duced. Sir Rowland Hill con­ 
sidered the postal “label" sol­ 
ely as an item 
that 
would 
serve its postal purposes. His 
chief concern was not beauty, 
but utility and the necessity pf 
making 
the 
stamp 
proof 
against counterfeiting. 
Utility demands 
that 
only 
two factors he present in any 
stamp design: the name of the 
country and the denomination 
of 
value, but as more 
and 
more stamps v\ere issued de­ 
signers went far afield in cre­ 
ating layouts. When postal ad­ 
ministrations are aware of the 
artistic way in which stamps 
can be planned, without sacri­ 
ficing 
their 
postal 
requit e- 
ments. we get truly beautiful 
stamps. 
When they aie not aware 
of this, some of the stamps we 
see have been monstrosities. 
Many countries 
have 
issued 
stamps showing part of. and in 
some cases the entire, paint­ 
ings of the "Old Masters.” On 
some issues the countries have 
pictured famous artists ,for ex­ 
ample. France pictured Rem­ 
brandt and Michelangelo. Italy'

like to add 
some tood 
tor 
thought concerning 
the sub­ 
ject, 
As the parent of a Barrett 
teenager myself, I am aware 
o f the problems which parent# 
face during these critical years. 
and know how difficult it it at 
timea 
to 
demand 
obcdienc# 
from them at this age. 
I sympathize with the par­ 
ents of the children Involved 
in 
this “gang” 
organization, 
for surely It must be a great 
disappointment 
for them 
aa 
well as a blow to their parental 
pride. 
The effect of their off­ 
springs’ carelessness will serve 
to punish them Just as the 
guilty children must be pun­ 
ished. 
In one respect, however, (hi* 
Incident is one of the best 
things that, could have hap­ 
pened to Barrett. 
If It serve# 
to awaken the community to 
the gradual dcgiadation which 
has been affecting our youths, 
Hie sufferings 
of 
these few 
people will 
have 
been well 
justified. 
I don't blame Mr. Mellnkoff 
In his efforts to interest the 
people in 
a 
n<*w recreation 
center for our children 
and 
adults 
Generally speaking, a 
program of this type, if prop­ 
erly 
conducted 
would 
have 
acme advantages. 
But the implication that th# 
building 
of 
such 
a 
renter 
would solve the question of 
criminal 
behavior 
amongst 
teenagers is misleading. 
We 
could build a milion dollar en- 
tablishment and still have tha 
same condition. 
Why? 
Because too many 
children are allowed to 
run 
flee, too many parents are of 
the opinion that their children 
can do no svrong, too many 
aie too preoccupied with their 
own responsibilities to bother 
to check on the whereabouts 
of their youngsters. 
Already we have a YMCA, a 
roller rink, bowling alley and 
numerous school, church and 
community 
functions. 
D o 
they keep them out of mis­ 
chief? 
No. 
As a m atter of fact, on the 
basis of the behavior I have 
seen 
exhibited 
by 
some 
of 
these youngsters at the exist­ 
ing recreational centers, I am 
cornin -ed that the source of 
the trouble lies 
far 
deeper 
than merely “a need for some­ 
thing to do." 
Many of these 
youngsters use our receration- 
al centers as an avenue of es­ 
cape. 
Once out of their parents’ 
sight they are free 
to 
run 
loose all over the community, 
and 
their 
parents 
neither 
know nor care wheie they are 
or what they are doing. 
On 
my first experience as a chap­ 
erone at the Barrett Y last 
summer, I was amazed to set 
the number of children who 
came and left at random, ap­ 
parently free to do as they 
pleased. 
Can it he that parents feel 
that their teenagers 12, 13, 14, 
13 and 16 years old are adult 
enough 
that 
they 
need 
no 
guidance, no discipline? 
They 
are cither blind or stupid, or 
perhaps they prefer to shut 
their eyes to thp need of dis­ 
cipline because it s the easiest 
way out. 
Blaming the recent shock­ 
ing development on the lack of 
“something to do” actually is 
the easy way of “side-steping” 
the issue. 
It is covering up 
for the people who are per­ 
sonally and solely responsible 
fur their behavior you and 
I as parents, the teachers, as 
educational 
a d v i s e r s , 
the 
church as a 
foundation 
for 
moral standards. 
All three must work togeth­ 
er for one single purpose — 
that of molding and shaping 
the character and nourishing 
the minds of 
these children 
into healthy, useful and suc­ 
cessful 
individuals. 
O n l y 
through 
mutual 
cooperation 
can we hope to help our chil­ 
dren. and nothing is to be 
gamed by pulling off in op­ 
posite direction* as we have 
d< ne in thp past. 
Discipline is needed so bad­ 
ly at home and in school. 
So 
often we find parents coming 
to their child's rescue with a 
“Don t you touch my child" 
attitude when the teacher feel* 
punishment is necessary. 
As a result the teachers ar* 
reluctant to advise the par­ 
ents of unpleasant facts con­ 
cerning 
their 
children 
and 
their faults continue to grow 
where they could be "nipped 
in the bud" if the truth were 
known in the beginning. 
Scandals which Involve our 
school children should be aired 
in PT A metings so that 
all 
patents of all 
the children 
know what is going on and 
can take measures 
to 
copa 
w uh th# problem*. Too many 


time*, for the take of ethic* 
and for th# protection of the 
children and parents Involved, 
many of the*# incidents a e 
hushed up. 
How can we hope 
to correct these conditions if 
the truth I* not known? 
We. as parent*, must stop 
being so possessive about our 
children and should treat our 
teacher* as though they were 
foater 
parent*, 
giving 
them 
complete authority to discip­ 
line our children without in­ 
tervening. 
P a r e n t a l disapproval of 
teacher authority is not good. 
It tand* to give tha child an 
edge over the teacher and he 
is *mug in hie knowledge that 
he can do a* he please* in 
school and get away with It. 
It’a not Just a matter of two 
parent* pulling together in the 
Interest of the child, but a 
m atter of mother, father and 
teacher in close cooperation 
and understanding 
To be sure, children need a 
certain amount 
of 
play and 
entertainment to provide out­ 
lets and lead normal lives. 
It 
I* essential from the time of 
infancy 
throughout 
g r a d e 
•chook 
But, as they grow, their in­ 
terest* should gradually be di­ 
verted from play and replaced 
by useful hobbies and chores, 
so that by the time they ate 
teenagers they have become 
aware of the fart that more 
is expected of them 
that the 
wmrld doesn t ow# them a per­ 
petual playground of fun. 
They should begin to feel 
an obligation to assist 
their 
parents with a contribution of 
good honest work 
to lighten 
th# burden their parents have 
carried so long in providing 
for them. 
How many high school chil­ 
dren are taught to wash cars 
mow lawns, clean cellars, cook, 
do household chores?. 
Give 
them some of these thing* to 
do and they w ont 
have *o 
much leisure tim* to become 
restless. 
Teachers too ate delinguent. 
in the character development 
of our youths. 
Teachers who 
air their pet grievance* to the 
students — their p e r s o n a l 
grudges against their superi­ 
o rs -te n d to contaminate the 
students’ minds with disrespect 
toward these person*. 
Some of our teachers have 
become so preoccupied with a 
salary 
persecution 
complex 
that they are determined to 
limit 
their teaching only to 
what they are paid 
to 
do. 
Thus, the incentive to work 
In the interest of the child 
is lost and his job is carried 
out only so far a* is necessary 
to collect his salary. 
Neither parents nor teach­ 
ers are faithful in attending 
the PTA sessions. Some par­ 
ents feel that nothing is ever 
accomplished 
In 
the 
P IA 
meetings, they are too busy, 
too disinterested.

Some of them ar# jobless 
in 
the wintertime, 
but still 
must 
maintain 
their 
home* 
and raise their children. We, 
the 
average 
working 
clasa, 
must sweat under the burden 
of a false reputation for be­ 
ing a rich community. We ar* 
falsely labelled because of th* 
many valuable summer homes 
which are maintained in our 
area and the well-to-do resort 
establishments, all 
of which 
tend to raise our township’* 
property value and assessment. 
Without a doubt, an extrava­ 
gant plan for the best I* play­ 
ground facilities rould he well 
afforded by these people, but 
would be an added burden to 
the working class. 
But regardless whether wa 
hui d a pool and playground 
for our youngsters, or not, wa 
must face the fact that it ia 
not going to create any mir­ 
acles in teenage behavior. 
Until we as parents begin 
to exercise our authority over 
our children, until we plac* 
a 
reasonable 
restriction 
on 
their freedom, until we stop 
giving them everything they 
want in life without first earn­ 
ing it. our children will con­ 
tinue to be restless, and added 
attractions provided for their 
entertainment, no m atter how 
well meant, will only serve to 
defeat our purpose. 
I believe I convey the feel­ 
ings of most of our Barrett 
parents in expressing my grat­ 
itude to Mr. H arry Campbell, 
our 
township 
police 
officer, 
for his alertness in discover­ 
ing this condition regarding 
the teenagers. 
His interest in the welfare 
of our children is commend­ 
able. 
I hope that someday 
these youngsters show 
their 
giatitude by becoming 
fin# 
citizens. I hope they realize 
that this devotion to his job 
w as fundamental in changing 
the course of their lives.
